independence of the mother country, in 
manufactures, was at the beginning of 
the war of 1812. Duties were then 
doubled, and in 1814 increased further 
to 69 per cent. At the close of that year 
they were lowered to 45 per cent., and 
in 1815, after the war had closed, all 
discriminating duties were abolished. 
The imports increased largely, but the 
duties fell to 6.84 per cent. and the cus 
toms aggregated but little over §7,- 
000,000 for the year. Daring the 
war, the country lived largely on 
its own resources, and manufactar- 
ing industries grew rapidly, notably in 
fron. But this sudden change of duties 
in 1816 was so quickly and palpably 
felt for the worse that in 1816 the duties 


were raised to“ 33 per cent. The rev- 


enues rose at once from 357, 82,000 in 
1816 to $36,306,000 in 1816, and indus- 
try prospered again, notwithstanding this 
large foreign competition. The rev- 


ereased, foreign competition coming 
like a flood, the amount of imports 
trebling to give the small aggregate in- 
‘erease of revenue, and overwhelmed our 
infant industries.

in 1833. The national debt was reduced, 
and there was prosperity and bappi- 
ness. Joho O. Adams wrote in 1832 
“Under that system of policy the na- 
tion had risen from adepth of weak- 
ness, imbecility and distress to an emi- 
pence of prosperity unezampled iv the 
annals of the world; felt in every nerve, 
sinew and every vein and artery of the 
body politic.” 

To achieve these two periods of pros- 
perity there had beén « constant fight 
with the free-trade sentiment, mainly of 
the South, and now it was to culminate 
in the open rupture of nullification. Al- 
though the South had prospered, even 
more than the North—-was then prvs- 
pering—the insane theory that they 
were paying for the prosperity of the 
North, without any resuitaut benefit, 
led them to rebel against this protec - 
tive policy, and South Carolina led off 
in nullification, which Andrew Jackson 
so grandly squelched. The South had 
been educated to the doctrine of free 
trade, and so fixed that it was incorpo- 
rated at last in the Confederate Consti- 
tution, and bad its office in the causes 
of the Rebellion as well as slavery. 
Some aoncession had to be made to 
pacify the Southern folly, and in 1832 
Henry Clay came forward with his com- 
promise measures. Duties exceeding 
20 per cent. were reduced seven-tentbs. 
After two years, a reduction of one-tenth 
every two years, until 1843, the protect- 
ive system, as far as it would protect in 
this great reduction, being maintained 
in all relations to each other. This 
gradually brought a rate of 44.23 per 
cent down to 25.80 per cent. in 1842. 
The effect of these reductions of du- 
ties on the revenue was somewhat mar- 
velous. Uader the tariff of 1827, cus- 
toms rose from $19,712,283, that year 
with smaller importations, to $29,032,- 
508 in 1834. Then began the opere- 
tion of the compromise tariff, and ®- 
ceipte Jropped to $16,214,987 in 1835, 
$19,391,310 in 1836, $23,409,940; when

But what was the effect of this tariff 
on the country? 
The balance of trade had turned large- 
ly against us. A few millions then was 
more than a hundred now. The coun- 
try was buying more than it had sold. 
and in 1837 came the memorable panic. 
The people awoke to find their money 
all gone out of the country. Commerce 
and trade was brought to a stand- still. 
Mills stopped everywhere. Operatives 
returned to the farms like 
toconsume. The farmer fed this re- 
fluent wave of labor, as it were, with- 
out pay, and having no market for his 
prodacts, mortgages settled on the 
farms like a pall. The distress was na- 
tional, and few who did business then 
will ever forget the panic of 1837. 

Bat what was its effect on the reven- 
ues of the Government? In that year 
the custom receipts fell to $11,169,200. 
In 1838 rose only to $16,158,800. In 
1839 to $23,137,924. In 1840 fell again 


216. In 1842, $16,187,908. When we 
cousider the rate per cent. of duty, we 
may imagine how largely foreign goods 
have supplanted our own.

SANTA ANA. 
PRAT, POLITICN AND THE BUILDING BOOM, 
Correspondence of the Tisza. 

Sawra Ana, Oct. 13.—Fora few days 
we have been having very damp weather 
here, and yesterday (Sunday) it drizzled 
rain all day, reminding us of the ap- 
proach of winter. This weather is 
ruinous to raisin makers, and if it 
should last for a week more, it will 
work considerable damage to this sec- 
tion, as raisin culture is one of the chief 
industries of this — 

I took a trip to the Butler farm yes- 
terday, to see the great peat bed discov- 
ered tho end found it more extensive 
than d bed by Mr. Butler; and if 
they can discover a way to thoroughly 
drain the bed it will become one of the 
most valaable discoveries ever made in 
this section. I saw some of it burned, 
that was taken from the bed only two 
weeks before, and only partially dry, 
and it burned much better than the coal 
we get in this country. It left a clean, 
white asb, entirely free from grit or un- 
burned particles. What I saw burned 
was taken out only six feet from the 
surface. Mr. Butler has a piece that 
was taken out about twenty feet below 
that, that is of much finer quality, 
and, burns to 


feet deep; enough to supply Southern 
California in fuel for all time to come. 
A stock company is talked of and will 
surely be organized, and aa our wood 
resources are somewhat limited it will 
prove a great blessing to us, as it will 
insure us good fuel, cheap. The bed is
